A number of Texas Congress­ 
men have expressed themselves 
as in favor of it, and when a 
representative of this paper in­ 
terviewed Congressman Calaway 
in regard to the matter he ex­ 
pressed himself as “in favor’’of 
anything that would guarantee 
a postmaster satisfactory to the 
people, or lather the best one 
nossible for the place, and at 
the same time one that was in 
every way qualified and fitted to 
serve the people in that capac­ 
ity .” 
Senator Elect Sheppard has 
given out an interview declaring 
in favor of not only the prelimin­ 
ary primary, but the double pri­ 
mary, where no candidates re­ 
ceived a majority. 
The plan seems to meet with 
much 
fa*or bere, however no 
plan of defraying the expense of 
such an election has yet been 
suggested so far as 
wo know, 
unless that would be left to the 
different candidates seeking the 
place. 
As we see it this plan would at 
least guarantee the election of a 
postmaster or postmistress ac­ 
ceptable to a majority of the peo­ 
ple to be served, and we can see 
no safe or same objection to it, 
if it is legal, and as to that we 
are not prepared to say.

The problem is to keep the 
pigs growing with the same rapidity 
nnd to maintain tile same degree of 
health that is possible with spring 
pigs 
Several things make this espe­ 
cially difficult. 
The large variety of 
8ue«ulent green foods of summer is 
not available 
Oftentimes during se 
vere winter weather the pigs are con 
fined to such an extent that they do 
uot obtain enough exercise to keep 
them healthy. 
Then pigs do not eat 
re a lly 
if exposed to severe cold. 
Neither do they drink a sufficient 
amount of water. 
* It is cold weather that brings the 
real perplexities. 
Figs are not consti­ 
tuted to stand winter weather. Proper 
winter housing means warmth, ventila­ 
tion apd cleanliness 
Throughout tile 
corn belt, which ts the great bog rais­ 
ing section of the country, winter con­ 
ditions must be met. 
The farm hog- 
house will ordinarily be too cold 
Vet 
It can Im* banked up with straw and 
th na made <*omfortable. 
The big hog- 
bouse has a distinct advantage In that 
it eau Im* utilized for feeding the pigs 
within shelter 
It is a losing practice 
to feed tie* pigs outside during severe 
■‘weather 
They will not eat well, anti 
much feed is required to keep up the 
body beat, so they make poor gains 
Winter feeding is quite simple, ow­ 
ing to the limited number of feeds 
available at this season. 
Naturally 
corn will furnish the basis of the ra­ 
tion. 
Alfalfa bs! in a rack is proving 
a boon to corn belt feeders. Tile pigs 
take to the alfalfa very readily and 
»eat large quantities of it 
The usual supplement of shorts, tank­ 
age or sklinmllk will furnish the nec­ 
essary protein if alfalfa is not availa 
ble. 
Exercise is not to Im» neglected, yet 
It is better to have the pigs remain in 
aide a comfortable shed rattier than 
•expose them to severe cold. 
In fair 
weather they will get out and hustle 
about the pasture or lot if they are 
given opportunity. 
In the sleeping 
quarters cleanliness must tie main 
tained. 
A liberal supply of fresh lied 
ding is need«*d to make the pig coni 
fort a ble. 
Ordinary farm straw* and 
shredded corn fcHider no doubt are the 
most satisfactory materials to use for 
that purpose. 
The watering of the pigs deserves 
far more attention than it ordinarily 
receives. 
It has been proved beyond 
doubt that pigs that drink an insuffi 
dent amount of water assimilate their 
food poorly and make but light returns 
in gain for the amount of foeti con 
Burned. 
It is safe to say that pigs 
wtll not consume as much water as 
they should have when it is necessary 
for them to go out into the cold and 
drink water from a trough that is 
coated with ice. 
If fresh water can 
be furnished inside the slu'd, where it 
can be obtained at all times and at 
m oderate temperature, the returns will 
many times pay for the trouble.
